postal service Is here to stay. It will 
be for congress to siiy whether the 
service shall be extended during tho 
next fiscal year. The postmaster geiv 
oral has .recommended that congress 
make provision for the establishment 
of n largo number of new routes. In 
authorizing experimental routes con- 
gress directed the post office depart- 
ment to take <jarefuKnole of (he oper- 
ations of, all routes established so that 
It might he prepared to advise the leg- 
islative body as to whether the serv- 
ice was worth while. It gave UIP post- 
master general 
authority 
to spend 


$800,000 within the year. 
. 


Tho department's report 
dealing 


with the experiments covers tho three, 
months* from July 1 to September 30 
this year. During those three months 
the department operated motor-vehicle 
trucks that covered a total of 03,740 
miles and carried a total of 707,750 
pounds, equivalent to 853 tons of mall 
matter or approximately 117 tons per 
month, more than one and a half tons 
per day per route; and the, trucks 
designated for country motor express 
routes covered 
a total 
dlstunee of 


248,883 miles and carried a total of 
180,210 pounds, equivalent (o 00 tons 
of mall matter, or one and one-fourth 
tons per clay per roule.

Summary of the Findings, 


Tho department In Its report ad- 


vises congress that under the opera- 
tion of the 1 wo classed oC routes tho ad- 
vantage ot thu service I« not confined 
altogether to Iho postal revenues, but 
Is of especial bcnollt to thu postal pa- 
trons, In thai foodstuffs transported 
over the unites are dcllveied to the 
postal patrons at a cost considerably 
below tho prevailing minimum market 
prices.

The scheme ot organization 
is briefly this: 
A. central, ofllce in 


Paris to determine and direct the gen-

Then the organ- 
ization is to have Its commissioners 
and their staffs in European countries 
whore there Is permanent work yet to 
be done.

QUAKE DEAD NOW 1,400 


TOWN IN MEXICO RAZED; WATER 


RISES 82 FEET. 


Whole Garrison Destroyed and Hun- 


dreds Killed in Other Cities, Ac- 


cording to'Reports. 


Mexico City, Jan. 7.—Couztlan was 


destroyed by Saturday's earthquake, 
with 2,000 casualties, Including more 
than 1,000 dead, according to official 
reports given out here by the federal 
military headquarters, based on mes- 
sages received from army officers in 
Vera Cruz, the center of the disturb- 
ance. 
The entire garrison at .Teocelo was 


killed or injured. The dead numbered 
30 and the injured 60. 


Virtually all the roads ln'> the sur- 


•ounding district were flooded or de- 
stroyed, according to the reports. 


Three hundred dead are reported at 


Barranca Grande, near Couztlan. 


The water level at Port Barranca 


del Agua rose 25 meters. 


Eleven bodies have been recovered 


from the river at San Francisco de la 
Pena, Vera Cruz, in addition to 24 at 
Raconda. Twelve soldiers were among 
those buried under the rums of the 
church at Coscomatepec. 


Many houses and churches in Ja- 


tipa a city about fifty miles north- 
west of Vera • Cruz were 
damaged, 


while reports from Orinaba, a city ten 
miles south of the volcano, state that- 
several business blocks and churches 
noar the center of the town were 
cracked. 
, 
In the suburbs of Orizaba the shock 


was very 'severe, many persons being 
reported killed beneath their wrecked 
houses. 
The shock came during a perform- 


ance at the theater at Orizaba, and 
panic-stricken people leaped from the 
balconies into the pit in 'their efforts 
to escape. 
No one was killed, but 


many were injured. 


IRISH REBELS FIGHT POLICE 


Barracks at Carrigtohiil, Near Cork, Is 


Blown Up After Four- 


Hour Battle. 


Cork, Jan. 6.—A prolonged battle 


was fought between the police and 
Sinn Feiners in the village of Carrig- 
tohiil nine miles outside of Cork, last 
nieht' For four hours the fight lasted, 
and there were, it is stated, 300 Sinn 
Fein volunteers in the attack which 
was made on the police barracks. 


A mining party from the attackers 


succeeded finally in getting under the 
wall of the house and placed a big 
charge of dynamite. In a few minutes 
the explosion took place, and before 
the policemen could recover from their 
surprise the wall and 100 Sinn Feiners 
were on top of them. The police were 
immediately made prisoners and hand- 
cuffed together. Later they were lib- 
erated. No casualties reported.

OPERATION OF TRIAL MOTOR 


TRUCK ROUTES BY GOVERN- 


MENT IS SUCCESSFUL. 


REPORT ON THE EXPERIMENT 


Past. Office Authorities in Charge'Be- 


lieve the Service of Especial Bene- 
fit in Bringing About the Reduction 
of Prices. 


By JAMES P. HORNADAY. 


Washington.—The government's ex- 


periments in the operation of motor- 
ve^iicle truck routes, which have been 
carried on for 
the last 
eighteen 


months, have convinced the postoflice 
a-athoriUes in charge of the experi- 
ments that this new branch of the 
postal service is here to stay. It will 
be for congress to say whether the 
service shall be extended during the 
next fiscal year. The postmaster gen- 
eral has .recommended that congress 
make provision for the establishment 
of a large number of new routes. In 
authorizing experimental routes con- 
gress directed the post office depart- 
ment- to take Careful,note of the op'er- 
ations of all routes established so that 
It might be prepared to advise the leg- 
islative body as to whether the serv- 
ice was worth while. It gave the post- 
master general authority 
to 
spend 


$300,000 within the year. 


The department's report 
dealing 


with the experiments covers the three, 
months' from July 1 to September 30 
this year. During those three months 
the department operated motor-vehicle 
trucks that covered a total of 03,740 
miles and carried a total of 707,756 
pounds, equivalent to 353 tons of mail 
matter or approximately 117 tons per 
month, more than one and a half tons 
per day per route; and the. trucks 
designated for country motor express 
routes covered 
a total distance of 


248,883 miles and carried a total of 
180,219 pounds, equivalent to 90 tons 
of mail matter, or one and one-fourth 
tons per day per route. 


Summary of the Findings. 


The department in its report ad- 


vises congress that under the opera- 
tion of the two classes of routes the ad- 
vantage of the service is> not confined 
altogether to the postal revenues, but 
is of especial benefit to the postal pa- 
trons, in that foodstuffs transported 
over the routes are delivered to the 
postal patrons at a cost considerably 
below the prevailing minimum market 
prices. 
Summarized, the verdict of 


the post office department with re- 
spect to the new service is as follows: 


First—That the increased use of the 


postal facilities, already provided, as 
well as tho further extension of this 
character of service is desirable, par- 
ticularly in reaching territory within 
200 miles of large markets, where in- 
adequate or no facilities of convey- 
ance by.rail or water exist, if there 
is to be an actual relief afforded the 
public from the prevailing high cost of 
living, or still' higher prices even 
than those which now are considered 
exorbitant prevented. 
Second—That it is fundamental that 


without food we cannot live, and that 
high-priced food results in high prices 
for labor engaged in the production of 
food itself and commodities and mer- 
chandise essential to the production 
of food. 
: . 
Third—That the cycle of high prices 


is complete and follows natural eco- 
nomic law. 
Fourth—That when the farmer-pro- 


ducer pays high prices for labor, for 
fertilizer, and for farm machinery, the 
cost of foodstuffs increases in propor- 
tion and the workman in the factory, 
the steel mill, and the railroad, or in 
a mercantile establishment, when com- 
pelled to pay higher prices for food, 
naturally is entitled to increased com- 
pensation to meet the same. This, in 
turn, increases the cost of the arti- 
cles necessary to production on the 
farm and 
thus the cost of living 


mounts higher and higher. 


Conserves Labor and Man Power. 


Flftn—That through the maximum 


use of the facilities 
of conveyance 


provided by the postal service, the 
food producer would not have to sus- 
pend production to engage in convey- 
ance and thus labor or man power 
would be conserved for food produc- 
tion. 
Where numerous employees of 


food producers are now engaged In 
the transportation and distribution of 
foodstuffs in small quantities, one em- 
ployee of the postal service with ade- 
quate equipment 
could provide the 


conveyance now supplied 
by them, 


and thus labor or man power could be 
conserved for food production. 


Sixth—That inasmuch as the pres- 


ent organization of the postal service 
has been extended to the door of prac- 
tically all food producers, and is avail- 
able as an instrumentality of distribu- 
tion to the door of all consumers, it 
is evident that the conveyance of food 
in the postal service could be made a 
vital factor in the introduction of 
efficiency in the movement of food 
from producer to consumer, and. to 
that end, the department recommends 
that this service be given every pos- 
sible moral and financial encourage- 
ment and that every 
endeavor 
lie 


made to increase the use of and en- 
large the equipment now available in 
the postal service for transportation 
"and distribution of foodstuffs.

lence, this work, which the organiza- 
tion hoped to give up as early as-, last 
July, is growing rapidly. In Czecho- 
slovakia the work of the organization 
is practically completed, as it is in 
Italy, with the exception of the home 
service for the families of the Italian- 
born soldiers, of whom there are more 
than 30.000. 
The organization 
has withdrawn 


from England and from Switzerland. 
It still has temporary missions scat- 
tered about, such as- that for the Amer- 
ican troops in Archangel and the one 
to care for Russian prisoners in Ger- 
many, and more recently, at the re- 
quest of the supreme economic coun- 
cil sitting in Paris, it took a trnlnload 
of supplies into Vienna and Budapest. 


Still Busy in Europe. 


So long as the Paris office is main- 


tained the organization will send pre- 
liminary inquiries here and there. One

inquiry into southern Russia, 


made not long ago, was followed by 
three shipments of supplies and an- 
other representative of the organiza- 
tion 
has just 
returned 
from 
the 


Ukraine. The American Red Cross Is 
not operating directly in Armenia. 
This mean? that it does not have any 
personal representatives' there, but it 
is doing its share in relieving the con- 
ditions in that section. 


The American Red Cross is taking a 


leading share in building up the or- 
ganization of the International League 
of Red Cross Societies, which it be- 
lieves will carry into all the world the 
Red Cross spirit and the knack of 
getting things done, despite all diffi- 
culties. The organization !s still In 
close touch with an American relief 
organization (Mr. Hoover's organiza- 
tion) and with all peoples and govern- 
ments everywhere. 
It s»till has in the 


foreign 
service, 
including 
Siberia, 


over 1,200 American men and women, 
and its budget for Mils year comes to 
about 
eighteen 
millions.

brought out at the annual meeting of 
the organization here the otlier day 
that with all activity the organization 
is really only touching the surface of 
the needs throughout the world. 


Little Hope for "Wets." 


The public man who believes that 


the 
United States 
will 
ever take 


a 
backward step with respect to 


prohibition of the manufacture and 
sale 
of 
intoxicating beverages 
is 


hard to find. The decision of the 
Supreme court the other day, up- 
holding the wartime prohibition legis- 
lation, has done much to confirm the 
prevailing view that prohibition is here 
to stay. Men who know the history of 
their country point with some'pride 
to the fact that the people of the Unit- 
ed States have never taken a back- 
ward step on any moral question. The 
.so-called liquor question is generally 
regarded as a moral question and for 
this reason, if for no otlier, many pub- 
lic men say, the people may lie count- 
ed on to hold all the ground that has 
been gained. 


The failure of the senate to ratify 


the treaty- of peace with Germany and 
the decision of the Supreme court on 
wartime prohibition have made It ex- 
tremely doubtful whether the wartime 
ban will be lifted even for ft limited 
period of time. The amendment to the 
federal 
constitution prohibiting the 


manufacture and sale of Intoxicants, 
also the legislation recently enacted 
by congress for the enforcement of the 
constitutional amendment will become 
effective January 17. Even if the treaty 
of peace with Germany should be rati- 
fied the first week in January, which 
Is extremely Improbable, there would 
still he a question as to whether the 
president would have authority to de- 
clare .wartime prohibition null and 
void, for tho-United States would still 
be at war with Austria and Bulgaria, 
technically speaking. So it seems rea- 
sonably certain that there is to be no 
gap between wartime prohibition and 
prohibition 
through 
constitutional 


amendment. 


Position of the President 


It is evident that up until the day 


the constitutional amendment shall be- 
come effective the president of the 
United States will be importuned to 
lift the ban. His desk for weeks has 
been piled high with petitions, asking 
him to give the interests that hold 
large stocks of liquors enough time 
to dispose of their holdings. But the 
president's attitude all along has been 
that he could not come to the relief of 
the men and concerns that were peti- 
tioning him so long as the peace treaty 
remained unratlfied by the senate. The 
fight against prohibition will go on. 
The wet interests are attacking the 
legality of the constitutional amend- 
ment in the courts and within the next 
few months they will get a decision 
from the Supreme court. It would be 
unwise, as well as foolish, to attempt 


!. to predict what the Supreme court will 


I say witli respect to the constitutional 


amendment, 
but since it upheld the 


i legality of wartime prohibition the sup- 
porters of the constitutional amend- 
ment have no doubt, so they say, that 
the court will hold that the amend- 
ment was properly adopted.

CRAMER HAS WOOD 


FOR HAKN TO GUT 


Mr. Cramer has a word to say in 


his own behalf on tho subject of 
wood, and other things, as follows: 
To the Grand Rapids Tribune: 


In ianswer to Mr. Halm's letter 


which appeared ln> la'nt week's Tri- 
bune, I was requested by n number 
of farmers in this community to an- 
swer it. 
Mr. Hahn claims, ho "han- 


dled an ax from twelve to fourteen 
years and can cut three cords of four 
foot wood a d-ay easy. 
But as we) 


find the facts Mr. Hahn worked In a 
box factory when a young man and 
later went to work In tho paper 
mills at tho Rapids, 
He worked 


there until about five years ago and'' 
then left for Sartell, Minn., where ho, 
Is at present working In a papen 
mill. 
Now where and when did he 


handle^ an ax from twelve to four- 
teen years. We know George Wash- 
ington handled the ax, but George 
never told a lie. 


He says he Is with the fuel admin- 


istrator. 
How about the farmers 


did they not show, that they wore 
with tho fuel administrator? When 
Mr. Thompson asked the farmers to 
bring in their wood they were on tho 
job and you can see from eight to 
ten loads of wood on tho market 
every day. We think Mr, Thompson 
is handling tho fuel situation very 
well and does not need any outside 
help, 


Then Mr, Hahn calls our attention 


to the day when we had to Bell our 
wood for f3.50 a cord, but does he 
forget that he only got tJ.OO a day 
at that time and today he Is getting 
J7.00 a day. Then he abandons the 
wood question and starts out on oth- 
er produce, such >as eggs, butler, po- 
tatoesi hay and wheat, tho prices 
we used to get and the prices we are 
getting now, but ho never mentioned 
what we could buy our bran for and 
machinery and other things wo need, 
and what they cost us today. Wo 
cannot compare those days of our 
great grandfathers with today. Then 
he says, still we are kicking, Now, 
a good way for him" to find out why 
wo are kicking would be' lor him lo 
get Into the farming game, and wo 
know that he would not bo in the 
game very long before he would be 
one ot the kickers, 
Then he goes 


back to the wood question again and 
tells us a lot of things which we for- 
got long ago. Now ho asked me to 
flre those men who are cutting a 
cord a day. Why, I can't even got .a 
man to cut that much, but seeing 
Mr. Halm is so handy with the ax I 
am going to hold tho job open for 
him. and there <are 24 more farmers 
In the town of Rudolph who are 
looking for men that can cut three 
cords a day, so whon you come down 
to take the Job, bring all the good 
men with you that you can pick up 
In that neighborhood, 


He"ro is one question which I wish 


you would hnswor: 
In the days 


when we sold our wood for $3,50 a 
cord, why did you not buy wood 
from us Instead of going out on the 
marsh road and picking up dry pop- 
ple?' 
Don't you think you, could 


have saved time and1 labor by buying 
our wood for |3.50? 


Mr. Hahn claims we can make 16 


a day even it we have to haul our 
wood 8 to 10 miles. Now if he can 
make 57.00 a day In 8 hours work, 
has no 'money invested and never 
paid any taxes in his life, why should 
we not get as much and a little more 
for man and team than ho does? 


Wo know ho is an expert paper 


maker, but when It comes .to wood 
chopping I think tho boys on tho 
farm can make him sit up and take 
notice. 
' 


We still claim that we cannot cut 


and haul four foot wood for $C,00 
a cord and break even, and It there 
IB anyone that thinks they can, why, 
It Is up to them to show us; we are 
from Missouri. Here is what Pres- 
ident Wilson said In the upper house 
In Washington (luring 
tho war: 


"Gentlemen,' what 
would wo do 


without our farmers?"

RURAL PHONE LINES 


RAISE THEIR RATES 


Four roadway telephone compan- 


ies operating in Wood County, and 
which receive their central 
».tflce 


service from the Wood County Tel- 
ephone Company at Grand Rapids, 
in November applied to the Railroad 
Commission for authority to increase 
their rates on the ground that the 
Wood County Telephone Company of 
this city, which switches for them, 
had recently been authorized to in- 
crease its switching rates from J3.00 
to J6.00 per telephone per year. 


The four companies are the Plo- 


ver Road Co., the- Cranmoor Co., 
the Saratoga Co., and the G. H. Mon- 
roe Co. 


Hearing on the matter was held 


at Madison in -December. 
The Com- 


mission found on, examining the ac- 
counts of the companies that there 
is a difference between the amounts 
reported by them and that calculated 
upon the reported number of sub- 
scribers and the lawful rates, and 
that the companies are either report- 
ing only actual cash or not charging 
the lawful rates to all subscribers. 
It found also that the Plover Road 
Co. is discrimnatory in its chages, 
its 
stockholders 
paying but fifty 


cents per month and its renters *$1 
per month. 


The order and decision in the case 


ordered by the Commission this wee* 
authorized the Cranmoor Co. to in- 
crease its rate from $1.75 to ?2.00 
per1 month; the Saratoga Co. from 
$100 to $1.25, ;and the G. H. Mon- 
roe Co. from $1.00. to 
$1.25 
per 


month. 
The Plover Road Co. Is in- 


formed that when it ceases to vio- 
late the Utility Law by discrimina- 
tion as between *tockholders and 
non-stockholders, it may increase its 
rates to $1.25 per month.

est safeguards are clean ground, and as wide sep- 
arations as possible from the probablo channels 
of Impure drainage.

Irons, odorless, colorless, wholesome, soft, neither 
strongly acid nor alkaline, and Its temperature 
for general farm purposes should be about 00 ile- 
groos.

The method Is clean, 


quiet, and convenient, ami starling or slopplni; n 
distant pump by (In-owing n switch mny be prac- 
tical wherever transmission linos are sufllclently 
near. 


Tho theoretical horsepower needed to r;ilso 


water Is found by multiplying I lie gallons pumped 
In ono minute by the total lift, In feet, Including 
friction In both suction and discharge pipes, and 
then dividing the product by -1,000.

power, as computed, should bo multiplied by from 
two to four 1o overcome losses In pumping und 
still allow for n reserve of! power. 
Ordinarily 


ono, to two horsepower engines nre sufficient for 
fnrm pumps, but It Is always safest to determine 
this point by computation. 


An advantage to he derived from the well-In- 


stalled i'nrm water system otton overlooked Is thn 
benefit It affords In the way of fire prevention. 
With relatively small expenditure, fixtures can be 
added to n pipe system, which give ready access 
to tho water supply for fighting flames.

most every case n fire can bo easily put out If 


''; discovered1 at Its early stngo, providing there 's 


fire-lighting nppnrntus near by, nnd all hnivJs, 
even the children, are taught nnd drilled to u«e 
such apparatus coolly nnd skillfully.

DELIGHT OF THE FARMER'S WIFE. 


(Prepared hy thn United States Depart- 


merit of Agriculture.) 


HERE is Scriptural authority 
for the. statement that bitter 
waters and sweot do not flow 
from the same fountain. 
The 


same truth applies to wells on 
the farm. 
The family that 


uses 
11 well or spring subjeci 


to 
contamination 
is 
almost 


surely destined to taste the 
dregs of sorrow and suffering 


for having drunk its dlsease-I'adon output. 
In- 


vestigations rruu.lc hy the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture Indicate thut only a small 
minority of farm-water supplies can be classed 
as utKiuallflcdly safu nnd desirable. 
On the aver- 


age three out of'four farm wells arc located with- 
in 75 foot of a back door of the house and in 
the direction of the barnyard. 


That convenience and first cost, not safety, 


have been the deciding factors in such cases is 
made evident by tho nouriK.-ss of barnyards, pig 
pens, pastures, fertilized Gelds, sink drains, priv- 
ies, cesspools, and areas rendered insanitary by 
chickens, slops, and other filth. 
Too frequently 


the seepage from these nnd other sources, after 
joining the ground water, moves to wells and 
springs, impairing the water supply by impurity, 
ami may bo grossly poisonous. 


Sewage Disposal. 


Popular inilitToroiuio to the effective disposal 


of sewage has existed so long and so universally 
iliat only u-ithin comparatively recent years has 
it been realized that this waste product of liu- 
nuin life is poisonous and must bo ko.pt from the 
food and drink of man. From the specific germs 
or poison that may bo carried in sewage at any 
time there tuny result typhoid fever, tuberculo- 
sis, hookworm disease, c.holcni, dysentery, diar- 
rhoa, or other ailments, and it is not improbabjo 
that certain obscure maladies may be traced event- 
ually to the poisonous effects of drainage from hu- 
man waste. 
The poison is invisible to the nuked 


eye, 
iind it may bo can-led by many agencies, by 


devious routes, and bo unsuspectingly received 
into the human body. 
Typhoid fever is peculiarly 


a riirul disease, and many instances clearly Indi- 
cate serious np.uloct of responsibility with regard 
to s a n i t a t i o n hy people who live in the country. 


NuL to dispose of sewage promptly invites nui- 


sant-e. but not to dispose of sewage cleanly and 
completely invite.-;' disease. 
It is not enough that 


human 
tilth is talien 50, 75, 100, or 150 feet 


away 
from 
a 
well or spring, or that it i« 


taken merely to lower ground. 
Given loose or 


open subsoil, seamy ledge, nr long-continued pollu- 
tion of one plat of ground, tho zone of contamina- 
tion is likely to extend and readily may rcsxc.li 
finite distant wells, especially at such times :is 
weil waters are lowered by drought or heavy 
pumping. 
Whatever the system of sewage dis- 


posal, it should be entirely and widely sepa- 
rated 
from the water supply, and, if possible, 


tho surface of the sewage in any leaky privy, 
vault or cesspool should bo lower than the low- 
est water in any near-by well. 
The United 


States department of agriculture has prepared 
bulletin No. 712. from its 1916 Yearbook, enti- 
tled "Sewage Disposal on the Farm," which gives 
details regarding various types of outhouses, sug- 
gestions regarding plumbing, cesspools, septic 
tanks, and related subjects. This pamphlet will 
be mailed free on request. 


Pure Water the Need. 


One of the first and obvious needs of, Ameri- 


can farms is pure water supply. 
From the 


standpoint of the housewife, second 'only in Im- 
portance to purity, Is the installation of a water 
system in the farm house that will save labor. 


Continued pumping will not improve water In 


a well It 
1 the sources which feed it are permanent- 


ly ut fault. 
Wells cannot be located In. all cases 


to be wholly free Crora pollution, but the great- 
est safeguards are clean ground, and as wide sep- 
arations as possible from the probable channels 
of impure drainage. 


Wixter Cor domestic use should be clean, Iv's- 


Irous, odorless, colorless, wholesome, soft, neither 
strongly acid nor alka-lino, and its temperature 
for general farm purposes should be about DO de- 
grees. 
These characteristics, however, are never 


prooi of purity. Cor a glass of water may pos- 
sess them nil and yet contain millions of dlseast- 
producirig germs. 


Ground water Is the 
ideal supply for th* 


farm. 
Any farmer who is about to have a deep 


well, and who Is uncertain oC the depth and quan- 
tity 'or quality oC the water likely to be encoun- 
tered, should'describe fully the location and cou- 
dition of bis project to national m- state geologi- 
cal authorities and ask for advice. 
Tho use o? 


the willow, hazel, or peach stick for locating ua- 


derground 
water 
Is without 
merit, 
although 


"forked-stick" artists from experience often are 
better able to judge the probabilities of ground 
water than the 'average person. 


Various Kinds of Wells. 


Wells are spoken of as shallow or deep, <1ncr, 


bored, driven, or drilled, and in the case of tubu- 
lar wells, as nonflowing, flowing, or artesian. 
Persons interested in the various types of wells 
and their construction, advantages, disadvantages, 
etc., will find the subject treated in Farmers' Bul- 
letin No.'941. 


AVherever possible, the farmhouse should be 


fitted with some sort of running-water system, 
simple or elaborate, according to the investment 
the owner Is able to make. • For such systems 
water may be raised by natural flow, hydraulic 
rams, pxmips, air lifts, or air-displacement pumps. 
Hydraulic rams are the most economical water- 
lifting devices. 
Since rams of various sizes and 


makes perform differently, it usually is necess.iry 
to accept the mechanical details determined hy 
the manufacturer. 
The minimum, never more 


than the average, flow of the spring should de- 
termine the size of the ram. Otherwise, tha one 
selected may be too large for the dry-wenther 
flow. 
Small flows may be determined by noting 


the time required to fill a vessel of known ca- 
pacity. 
Larger Hows may be determined by weir 


measurements. 


When the water supply is far from the ram 


site, it is usual to pipe the flow to an open iunk 
or reservoir located so as to secure the de.sired 
length and fall oC drive pipe. 
Sometimes the 


flow of a spring is too small to actuate a ram chat 
is sufficient for domestic requirements. 
In such 


instances and where a ueiirby brook can be 
dammed to obtain the necessary power head, tho 
recoil of the ram may be employed to admit the 
spring water, which is pumped by a fall of Oie 
brook water to the pipe drive. 


Motion of water produces friction, which in- 


creases with the length and roughness of the 
pine and the rapidity of the water's movement. 
Hence wherever much water is to be delivered 
through a long pipe the power or head necessity 
to overcome friction should be determined. 
Ihe 


bulletin mentioned before (Farmers' Bulletin No. 
941) contains n table which shows the friction 
head ; that is. the number of. feet to be added to 
the verticul height for each 100 feet of iron pipe 
(not 
new) to overcome friction when discharg- 


ing given-quantities of water. 


Selection of" Pump. 


In the selection of a pump one should deter- 


mine tl-.e kind of well to be used, its inside di- 
ameter 
depth to the bottom, the depth cased, 


depth to the water level, both when the pump is 
at rest and in operation, and the maximum 
vield 
The maximum quantity of water required 


per day should be calculated also. 
One should 


also determine the distance from the well to the 
proposed location of the pump and the vertical 
height between these points; likewise the dis- 
tance from the pump to the reservoir or tank and 
the vertical height between these points. 
The 


kind of power to be employed should be settled 
xinoii also—hand power, windmill, gasoline or oil 


' engines, or electric motors—and the method of 


transmitting the power. 
'. 


Farm pumps usually are of the suction, lift, 


force 
deep-well type or some combination of 


these' 
Suction nnd lift pumps do not raise wa- 


ter above the pump nor discharge it under press- 
ure 
Suction pumps require the cylinder to be 


' above the water level of the supply. 
If a per- 


fect vacuum could be created within the cylinder 
water could be raised vertically by suction 33.9 
feet at sea level. 
However, the actual suction 


lift is usually not more than two-thirds of the 
theoretical lift. 
Methods of making tight joints 


aro described in the bulletin referred to. 


Horizontal suction pipes may extend long dis- 


tances providing the friction loss plus the ver- 
tic'il height from the water level to pump valve 
does not exceed the limiting suction lift. 
Where 


a pump cannot be placed so that the limiting 
suction lift will not be exceeded, it Is necessary 
to lower the pump cylinder into the well, raislfg 
the water from the cylinder to the spout by tbf> 
direct lift of the piston. 
Water can be pus-bed 


piore easily than it can be pulled, hence, rather 
than resort to extreme suction lifts it is prefer- 
able to lower the cylinder to within 15 feet or 
less of the supply, or still better to submerge it 


Where water is discharged against pressure a 


force pump is necessary. 
A practical installa- 


tion for the kitchen sink Is a combined suction 
and force pump which will be found a great la- 
bor saver for the housewife. 


Deep-Well Pumps. 


Deep-well pumps are heavier and stronger than 


those described above. They may be of the lift 01 
force type and the standard or working head Is 
always directly over the well. 
The cylinder 


should be near (within 15 feet) or else below 
water level which pumping and drought feay.cre- 
ate. 
Submergence is the preferable 
arrange- 


ment. 
In pll installations the pize of the pump- 


ing cylinder must be determined from the size, 
depth, and yielding power of the well, the quan- 
tity of water required, and the available power. 
Deep wells and hand or windwill outfits take 
small cylinders. 


Pumping by means of compressed air Is very 


old, 
lint the systems used prior to 1909 required 


the uir supply to be tamed on or shut off accord- 
ing to whether or not the water was needed. 
Based on a patent granted in that year, a two- 
cylm'der air-displacement pump submerged in the 
v-arer supply and controlled by the opening and 
closing of the faucet, was devised. 
The essen- 


Us; parts of installation, besides such a pump, 
are an air compressor, storage tank, engine or mo- 
tor—with air and water pipes, and minor attach- 
ments. 
The pump operates only when water is 


used, starting whenever a faucet is opened and 
continuing until all faucets are closed. 


The chief advantage of air-displacement pumps 


is that water may be taken from ordinary'd^pth 
or lateral distance, or from several sources, with 
one power outfit and delivered direct from the. 
well to the faucet. 
The power plant may be 


located wherever convenient and as many pumps 
may be used as there are sources of water. Bi'th 
hard and soft water may be delivered by using 
two pumps and the necessary piping systems. 
Air-displacement pumps i)re not adapted at pres- 
•ent to lifts much over 125 feet or to wells >ss 
than three inches in diameter, nor can they tie 
used where more water is required than the 
well can supply within a specified period. 
Air 


pipes and air-displacoment pumps must he' tight 
and remain tight in service, and working parts 
must be kept in good order. 


Horsepower Needed. 


Water nfay be raised by hand, windmill, hy- 


draulic rams, steam, hot air. gas, internal-com- 
bustion engines, or electric motors. 
Hand pownr 


is unsuited to large supplies or hi.gh lifts. 
Wind- 


mills are probably the most familiar type of me- 
chanical power used, and often aro arranged to 
start and stop automatically. 
Gasoline and oil 


engines are well adapted to farm pumping, and 
may be equipped to stop at any desired pressure 
in "a supply tank. 
The use of electricity f«r 


pumping is increasing. 
The method Is clean, 


quiet, aud convenient, and starting or stopping a 
distant pump by throwing a switch may be prac- 
tical wherever transmission lines are sufficiently 
near. 
' The theoretical horsepower needed to rnise 
water is found by multiplying the gallons pumped 
in one minute by the total lift, in feet, including 
friction in both suction and discharge pipes, and 
then dividing the product by 4.000. 
The horse- 


power, as computed, should be multiplied by from 
two to four to overcome losses in pumping and 
still allow for a reserve of power. 
Ordinarily 


one to two horsepower engines are sufficient for 
farm pumps, but it is always safest to determine 
this point by computation. 
\n advantage to be derived from the well-In- 


stalled farm water system often overlooked Is the 
benefit it affords in the way of fire prevention. 
With relatively small expenditure, fixtures can be 
added to a pipe system, which give ready access 
to the water supply for fighting flames. 
In al- 


most every case a fire can be easily put out f 
discovered at its early stage, providing there «s 
fire-fighting apparatus near by, and all haii'-s 
even the children, are taught and drilled to xi-e 
such apparatus coolly and skillfully. 


CONCRETE ON THE FARM. 


If there is any one thing more than another 


that has aided the farmer in making his farm- 
stead more attractive, his live stock more com- 
fortable and his farm'more valuable, It Is con- 
crete on the farm. 
It is one of the most eco- 


nomical and suitable farm-building materials. In 
permanency it cannot be surpassed. 
In fact, It 


•is unequaled In this one respect. 
Concrete Is 


also one of the biggest factors in making build- 
in"s rat and mouse proof. 
Needless to say, rats 


and mice have always been a constant menace 
to the farmers' grain bins and corncribs, but the 
widespread use of concrete on the farm has great- 
ly reduced the damage done to stored grains. 


Perhaps the greatest value of concrete, how- 


ever, is the fact that it can be mixed by the farm- 
er himself. 
Instead of having to depend upon 


expensive masons and carpenters he can employ 
his spare time in concrete construction, because 
concrete work is something that anyone can learn 
with a little practice.

All the Alaskan brown bears look 


very much alike, says Dr. William T. 
liornaday, in Boys' Life. 
To be more 


exact, they strongly 
show 
the dis- 


tinguishing 
characteristics 
of 
their 


group. 
Some are light brown, some 


are (lark brown, and some have dark 
legs and light bodies. If I should try 
to name even the best-known species., 
and give their characteristics, no one 
would remember them for two hours.

Inventions by Women Are 


on Increase—First Was 


by Connecticut Matron 


The first patent taken out by a wom- 


an was for a process of weaving straw 
with silk by a Mrs. Alary Kiser of Con- 
necticut in 1S09, and she has had. as 
time went on, many followers in in- 
genuity, so that at Washington there 
Is n woman's department, with 
tlie 


specifications of the patents arranged 
in chronological order, observes Lon- 
don Tit-Bits. 


It- was not til! 1894 that the British 


comptroller genera! of patents thought 
it worth while to ascertain the num- 
ber of %vomau inventors, and the war 
has naturally decreased their numbers, 
but whereas there were nearly 400 ap- 
plications for patents from women in 
1913, in 1014 there were 350, and in 
1917 253, nnd in 1918, 2S6, so that the 
total Is rising again. 


During the war the oustanding In- 


vention was Mrs. Bertha Ayrton's fan 
for sending back gas and smoke fumes. 


Other inventions of national Impor- 


tance of late years were Mrs. Ernest 
Hart's for waterprooling fabrics, a dis- 
covery of which use was made by the 
admiralty, war 
office, 
railway com- 


panies, etc.. and Mrs. Cayley-IUibin- 
son's patent for a semi-gas furnace, 
which was intended to revolutionize 
heating, as it is said to reduce, ex- 
penditure by one-sixth on fuel, con- 
suming all waste products, such as 
cinder, soot, smoke and ashes. 


Lack of Water in Blood 


May Increase Temperature 


A new theory as to what fever is 


caused by is propounded by .the New 
York Medical Journal. Recent studies 
prove that a lack of water in tl;,e blood 
may bring about a rapid and high in- 
crease in temperature, even as high as 
120 degree F. Other investigators had 
reported temperatures of this abnor- 
mal height in rare cases of hysteria, 
but these had not been accepted gen- 
erally, it being believed that such tem- 
peratures were physically impossible. 
Their certification by later observers 
has aroused discussion of the question 
ot-the cause of fever.

CORN SHOW AT BANK 


BROUGHT^/ ENTRIES 


With entries pi*de by forty-seven 


farmers of this part of the county, 
including some of the best- corn ever 
rWsed In Central Wisconsin, tlte 
First National Bank closed their an- 
nual Corn Show at their 
j banking 


building on the east side Saturday. 
The display not' only brought out 
an unusual number of entries but 
portrayed to many the quality of 
corn that can be raised In this vicin- 
ity under favorable conditions, 
The 


varieties 
displayed 
Included 
the 


C olden Glow and the Silver King, 
which are acknowledged1 to be the 
standard varieties for this section 
of the state, tp the flint, Northwest- 
ern dent and the Indian corn, which 
presents a variety ot colored ker- 
nals on the ear and the interior ot 
which Is ,«o£t, grinding' up easily 
into nutritious corn meal.' 


Prof, H, W. Albertz, who judged 


the corn show and later gave the 
farmers and exhibitors of this sec- 
tion a talk on raising corn, told them 
that tho biggest ears were not al 
ways the best to bring in to put on 
display. He explained how a judge 
looked for evenness ,1n the rows, 
equal sized kernels on the ears and 
a. sifaillarity of color Ihruout the 
oar. 
The reason for this, he stated, 


Is because they are assured of the 
1'act that If corn on that ear ia re- 
planted the offspring will bear a 
like evenness of color and size. 


The Golden Glow and the Silver 


King varieties of corn arc the most 
profitably raised in Central Wiscon- 
sin under ordinary , conditions, the 
univorsify 
mam 
explained, 
The 


Golden Glow he stated, will gener- 
ally mature from eight to ten days 
earlier than the Silver King, which 
makes it especially desirable in a 
country of short seasons. 
However 


on a light soil, and with the possi- 
bility o£ a comparatively early plant- 
ing, 
the Silver King corn will gen- 


eraly bring a little heavier yield. 
Prof. Albert:! explained the noces' 
slty of cutting the corn at tho prop- 
er time for the best ensilage, If 
cut too eaily, he- said, it will be 
milky and not have gained all of 
its nutritious value, while if left In 
Iho Hold too lato, it will not pack 
down well in the silo and will leave 
air spaces, endangering molding, 


Tho Flint corn, tho prolesso.r said, 


is uaod chiefly as an emergency crop 
when it Is too lato to plant another 
crop and tho farmor requires some 
corn. 
It will not bring as big a 


yiolcl as tho other standard varie- 
ties but can be planted as late as 
from Juno first to tenth and mature 
with 
an 
ordinary 
soason 
The 


White Cap Yellow Dent is another 
emergency crop, tho professor ex- 
plained, and is a very good one, as 
it matures early. 
The Northwest- 


ern Dent, a dark red corn, is an- 
othor curly corn but cannot ordin- 
arily cortipote with either the flint 
or tho white cap for this soctlon as 
an emergency crop, 
It la a Minne- 


sota 
corn, the .professor 
stated, 


Whiln ho racommondod tha Golden 
Glow and tho Silver King as the 
best suited for tho section of the 
state, Pi of. Albertz explained that 
every farmer must find the crop 
most suited for his soil, and the 
corn with which ho has tho most 
success. 


In order that local farmers might 


bo moro familiar with the things 
the judges look for in a corn ex- 
hibit, Prof. Albertz explained to the 
t'ai mars gathered that in getting 
thoir exhibit they should select ten 
oars, of even size, tho rows to be 
straight and the kernels of a me- 
dium length 
Long kerneled corn 


matures slowly, he explained. The 
nubs and tips are not of so much 
importance, he stated, as they must 
bo cut off when the kernels are re- 
moved to bo placed in a planter 
He warned against displaying coin 
with uneven sized kernels, stating 
that tho judges judged corn on 
what it will do in the field and that 
'corn with different fclfcert kernelp 
will not work well 'In a planfc-r, 
Ho explained that some times the 
planter will put in several kernels 
In a hill while other times It will 
put in a fow, under these circum- 
etancqs,
